standpoint which it did not then occupy. The
prospect of final and glorious trinmph 18

brighter than ever before. The day when

equal civil and political rights shall be enjoyed
all over our land has already dawned.

The character of Abraham Lincoln grows
grander and nobler as we drift farther and
farther away from the times in which he
lived. We alrcady begin to behold him
through the perspective of history. Wedo
not yet see the picture as posterity will see it,
but we can already antivipate the verdiot of

coming years., That verdict will assign Abra-

ham Lincoln to a place among the great bene-
factors and liberators of the human race.

Shall Agitation be Prolonged?

In & mere partisan point of view we should
have no cause to regret the aotion of the Su-
preme Court, should it decide to grant tho
applioation of Mesars, Sharkey and Walker
for an imjunction restraining the execution of
the Reconstruction law lately passed by Con-
gress. Suoh a decision would merely remand
the whole question once more to the arena of
popular discussiom, wonld make it the pro-
minent issue in the Presidential election of
1868, and would prevent the Rebsl States
from participating in that election. It would
render a Republican triumph in 1568 a moral |
certainty, and would probably result in the
end in a reconstruction of the South upon
the basis not only of impartial suffrage, but
also of universal education, and such a mea-
gure of conflacation as would pay a good part
of the expenses of our late war out of the
enormous landed estates of the late Rebels,

But for the sake of the South itself, and of

the immediate business interests of the whole
country, it is far preferable that the Re-
oonstruoction act should be honestly and tho-
roughly carried out. There iz no disguising
the fact that there is on the part of the South-
ern paople generally a greater disposition to
fall in with the present plan of reconstruc-
tion than they have heretofore manifested
towards any similar measure proposed by
Congress. They acknowledge that thay re-
gard some of its measures as harsh, but they
prefor to at once settle the matter rather than
to any longer wrangle over terms. Under
this Iaw the Btates will goon be restored
to the Union. Their status will then be
fixed. Moreover, this law does tend to har-
monize Southern society, By putting all the
people upon & plane of political equality, it ix
made the mutual interest of all to cultivate
harmony and a respect for each other’s rights.
It is impoasible to read such speeches as those
recently made by Wade Hampton and Gov-
ernor Orr, without the conviction of the essen-
tially conservative, harmonizing, and peaceful
tendencies of the Congressional plan of recon-
struction. It is 8 measure of peace and not of
war. Itis a blessing and not a curse.

If the Recomstruction law is faithfully car-
ried out, the great work of restoration will
toon be fully completed, The States will all
be back in the Union. Harmony and order
will prevail at the South. No ng]y q\ll.‘b‘!iilll-&‘
growing out of unjust distinctions based upon
race and color, will be left to crop out into
future_; dissensions, agitations, and possible
reh?llwu:f. Confidence will be restored, and
oapital will send its fertilizing stroams all ovis
the South to fructify and gladden its now was i
and desolate places. More than all this, (he
great political struggle over the fandamental
prineiples of froo government, which has agi-
tated and divided the whole country for 41,
inst thirty years, will at last have come 15 an
end, and we can all turn our attention to Jess

DISTRESSING SUICIDE.

from the Effects of Polson inis-
' Admin

_ by Herself— Inguest by the
Ber.

From the Chicago Reapublican, 18tk
Yesterday aftornoon an infuest was held

before uty Corower Gustav: Fisher, upon
the body of Janme M. Mitohell, 5 woman of
about 33 years of age, who died in the morn-

ing, at No. 130 Blue Island avenue, from the
offects ot poison adwministered by her own
hand. From the testimony elicited bofore
the jury, W #ppears that the de-
ocased was m o in Warren ocounty,
Ohio, 8he was married at Keokuk, about
fixtoen years ago, to James W. Mitoholl, with
whom she resided at Keokuk for twolve vears.
In 1862 the ill-fated woman sccompanisd hoer
husband to 'ike’s Peak, where they lived for
about two years. About this time, it is al-
leged, the husbaud desorted his wife, leaving
her to stroggle through the world unaided
and alone. She immedistely left Pike's Peak
and returped to her friends in Olijo. In the
| month of Beptember, 1865, the deceased oams

to Chieago, and, until the month of February
| of the present year, resided in the family of
| Mr. James K. Martin, a pork packer, living on

the Aroher road. She then removed to the
| honse of Mr. Leonard, No. 130 Blue Island
avenue, and with him she remained untii
{ her death. Of Monday last she was
taken sick, when the medical wervices of
Dr. Higging were called to her relief.
[ Dr. Higgins treated her two days without

learning the cause of the woman's disease;
and then the idea appenrs to have strock him,
for the first time, that she had taken posson,
He charged her with the act, and, after some
little hesitation, she vonfessed that she had
[ swallowed a quantity of arsenic two days be-
fore. The usual remedies under the circum-
stances were administered, but without avail,
[ and the rash woman died yesterday morning
about b o'clook. The jury returned as their
vordict that deceased came to her death from
the effects of poison administered by herself,
Under the impression that there isno State
law prohibiting the indiscriminate sale of
poisons, dhe jury recommended the passage
of an inance by the City Council pro-
hibiting such sale. The deceased appears
to have suffered from a settled melanchol
ever since her desertion by her hu:ilmnri’.r
This fesling is supposed to have been the
reason of her determination to terminate her
existence. Soms time ago Mrs. Martin took a
quantity of arsenic from her trunk, and from
that time Mrs. Mitchell seems to have steadily
determined to die.  Previous to her death, she
told her medical attendant that when she pur-
chased the poison she was suspicious that it
was not arsenic, and she accordingly repaired
to another drug store, and asked the keeper if
it was the genuine article. He convinced her
that it was, and then she returned to hier home
and swallowed it. The deceased was a woman
who was highly spoken of by all who knew
her; she was quiet and ladylike in her de-
meanor, and had many friends. She has two
sisters, now living in lowa, and had three
brothers in the army. She claimed to be the
cousin of the wife of General Joseph Hooker,
and as such was always recognized by her
friends.

—Miss Emmeline Lott, who made a sensa-
tion a year or two since by a voarse book on
Harem Life in the East, has followed it up
with a trashy work entitled “Nights in the
Harem,' of which she knows about as much
ag of mornings at Windsor or afternoons at
the Tuileries.
